Yoniégeiak is a yood 1,500 miles from the 
mouth of the Yenissei, about the distance of 
Ohungking from tho mouth of the 
Yangtze, andit is within a-day’s march 
of the great Siberian Post road. 
The region ia rich in. minerals, and 
among-other things an unlimited supply of 
the finest’ graphite would always~ provide 
profitable oxport cargoes, while the de- 
mand for European goods at tlie chenp rate 
at which sen eatriage would enable them to 
to sold offers the strangest commercial 
inducement to prosecute tlie trade: The 
only obstacle to its auccess is the protective 
policy which tho Russian shares with most 
other governments, but there seo-na to he 
some prospect of overcoming or avoiding 
that. Fluvial navigation ‘is: reserved for, 
the Russian flay. The restriction againat 
foreignera was suspended in~ favour of 
Captain Wiggins, for ono year only, when 
he was pormitted to.bring the Phentz up 
to Yeniascisk. «. So desirous, howevor,:were 
all the patties concerned to promote tho 
new dovolopment of commerce that al- 
though the government would not renew 
the license to navigate’ the river, a plon 


‘was organited wheroby the flavial portion 


of the ronte was. to be traversed under tho 
‘Russian flag,-tho river craft. being sent 
down ot an appointed season to meet tha 
foreign ateamer at the mouth of tho 
tiver.. The so-called port ot the river 
moth is Golchikha, which was the rendez 
vous given to Captein Wiggins. for ‘hia 
ventare this present year in his old wooden 
tteamer Labrador,—a vessel quite unsuited 
to the work, but his means did’ not adimit 
of any alternative. He arrived there safely 
on tho 3rd September, while  ttie® river 
expedition reached Karaoul, 200 miles 
above Golchikha, on the 10th. But these 
200 miles nro just tho diffieult part of the 
voyage, as the river blow Karaoul widona 
into an arm of the sea with innumerable 
islands and shoals to confuso_the nayigator 
and brenk up tho channel. Moreover: it is 
a perfectly desort region where no’ help. 
can be found, and .is exposed to danger: 
ous storms in the Autamn months, ‘The 
tiver craft hid.-boen pronounced: incap- 
able of performing. that part of the voy- 
age, but through somo misunderstanding 
this had not been “previously .communi- 
outed to Captain: Wiggins, or he would 
not have: taken the Labrador, which drew 
too tnuch water to bo safely navigated to 
Karaoul,*. ‘There being no available moans 
of towing the lighters down, the venture 
wnsthrentened with a-deadlock, An agreo- 
ment appears te have been come to, how- 
ever; for'a'c mpromiso, the steamer ascen- 
ding and the river craft. descending until 
they should meet. or roagons not yet 
fully explained the two expeditions failed to 
meot, aud Captain Wiggins had to abandon’ 
the-voyage about the'end.of September last 
—of. cotrse. with disastrous. commercial 
results to what promised to be a highly 
remunerative venture, 


It appears from this recital that with 
“Russia it is ‘somewhat os with China, the

and perseverance has to be borne: by for- 


‘ cigners who have not only the natural phy-. 
sicaldifficulties to contend with, but also the 


artificial obstacles imposed by the govern- 
mental system.

In the Khybor: tho Aféidis 
and their neighbours have bean quietly won 
over.to our sida ; tha Urakzais, farther-to 
the south, have. been: fairly ‘amenable 
since the Jowaki Expedition ; the Zaimukh 
clans north. of Thull bave not forgotton 
the ‘punishment administered by. General 
Tytler; the Kurram Valley. is held by 
friendly tribosmen; and tho Mahsud Wa- 
ziris ate on their beat behaviour. Botween 
the Waziri.country and our outposts ti tha 
north of Beluchistan’ lies a large. tract of 
country drained. by the Zhob and Gomal 
rivors, and this is now claiming attention, 
Sir Robert Sandeman bag been: deputed to 
open it out from the south and te arrange 
for the safepuarding of the Gomar Pass on 
linea somewhat symilar to Lhose adopted ao 
successfully in. the: Kbyber, -The Zhob 
river rises in the ‘bills to the. north of the 
‘Peshin platoau and rans dite cast for about 
100 miles, wheo-it takes a aharp turn north- 
ward and some 80. miles further on falla 
into tho Goma! river. The southorn and 
contraf parts of the valley are already undur, 
the control of the Beluchistan Agency, and 
during the “present cold weather uur. infla- 
ence will bo extended right up-ta*the Go- 
mal, Tbs.
